Again we present to you an outline of your Company’s 
progress during a year just closed. In spite of financial 
crises and world disturbances your Company continues to 
show favourable results. 


New Insurance in 1968 


Sales to buyers of Individual policies amounted to 
$107,202,499 as compared with $100,134,928 in Canada’s 
Centennial Year — an increase of 7.1%. 


In the field of Group insurance the Company continues to 
make conspicuous progress, operating as itdoes solely within 
Canada. New Group life insurance in 1968 was $277,518,925, 
while $129,228,492 of Group annuities produced a total of 
$406,747,417 new Group insurance, not counting Group health 
and medical plans. 


Insurance in Force 


The end of the year revealed a total of $1,999,561,540 of 
insurance in force being an increase of $373,825,116 during 
the twelve-month period. It is made up of $812,391,061 in 
Individual life and annuity policies and $825,517,636 of 
Group life insurance and $361,652,844 in Group annuities. 


Health Insurance 


Notwithstanding the Governmental decisions to proceed 
with a National Plan of Medical Care, our sales of Individual 
and Group medical insurance policies continued to grow. 
Premiums received from health insurance contracts during 
1968 totalled $12,105,239, being 34.5% higher than the 
$9,000,917 received in Centennial Year and 104.5% greater 
than the $5,919,020 paid to us in 1966. 


Income 


During the year our income from all sources amounted to 
$54,573,851, which was $6,298,043 higher than that received 
in 1967. Net income from our investments rose to $12,132,283, 
and our net interest rate was 5.97%. 


Benefits to Policyholders 


Disputing the ‘‘die-to-win’’ comments concerning life 
insurance was the fact that living policyholders received 79% 
of the Company’s payments made under its insurance contracts 
— $23,688,462 (of which $10,456,404 was in health insurance 
payments), while death claims amounted to $6,201,708. 


Assets 


The Company’s assets continue to grow, keeping pace 
with its ever increasing future liabilities on an expanding 
volume of insurance in force. Assets now stand at 
$221,994,995, being an addition of $17,676,966 during the 
year. Mortgage investments increased by $6,941,089 to a new 
high of $88,830,439 mostly on residential properties; while 
bonds and stocks now total $99,339,373. Loans to policy- 
holders (another service to living policyholders) now amount 
to $12,942,388, while Real Estate (including the Company’s 
own office buildings) has reached $9,794,023. 


The Excelsior Life, operating as it does only in Canada, 
is proud of the fact that 98.9% of its invested assets are in 
Canadian bonds and stocks, mortgages on residential and 
business properties in Canada, Canadian real estate and 
loans to policyholders in Canada — in fact almost all of its 
$222 millions of assets are being used to bolster and build a 
better Canada. 


Liabilities and Surplus 


Continued rapid growth in the volume of insurance in 
force requires substantial additions to policy ‘‘reserves’’ as 
required to provide adequate protection for the contractual 
future liabilities of the Company to those persons who hold 
life, endowment, health and annuity policies with us. During 
1968 we added $10,896,998 to our policy reserves for this 
purpose, and they now stand at $177,488,258. 


The general surplus has been established at $12,994,180 
to provide a margin of protection against periodic fluctuations 
in the market or other values of its invested assets. 


General 


In review it was a most satisfactory year for us, in spite 
of the continuation of certain problems that plague Canada as 
a nation: a substantial measure of inflation, prevalence of 
tight money, escalating costs in almost every area, heavy 
Government spending at all levels without apparent priorities, 
and our persistently unfavourable balance of payments 
position. These situations continue to face us as we move 
into a new year, and still require the sincere and united 
efforts of both governments and individuals alike to find 
solutions. 


During the last quarter of the year the life insurance 
business throughout Canada was unexpectedly confronted 
with a drastic change in the climate under which it has 
operated by reason of theintroduction (by the Federal 
Government in its October 22nd Budget) of heavy new taxes 
upon life insurance in the form of taxes on investment income 
(which will reduce the yield on investments held for the 
protection of policyholders), application of corporation taxes 
to the operating surpluses (which heretofore have been used 
to provide against serious investment fluctuations and 
unexpectedly severe mortality experience), and a new tax 
directly upon policyholders on the proceeds of policies taken 
before death. 


This action could affect the owners of life insurance, as 
the siphoning off of traditional earning power could lead to 
reduced dividends on present participating policies and to 
increased basic premium rates on new insurance. 


At its meeting in December, the Board of Directors 
appointed John A. Smith, F.S.A., F.C.I.A., F.L.M.I. to the 
post of Vice-President and Comptroller, in succession to 
H. Reginald Fisher, F.L.M.I., who has retired on pension 
after 43 years of loyal and faithful service. 


While the year has produced satisfactory results, and the 
Company takes pride in its progress, the life insurance 
business enters 1969 with more than the usual quota of 
unknown factors. Your Company intends to penetrate the 
marketplace most vigorously with an increasingly attractive 
group of products designed to serve the needs of the Canadian 
public. 


Your Directors most sincerely recognize the devoted and 
energetic efforts of our Officers, Managers and Field 
Representatives across Canada, as well as the Head Office 
and Branch Office Staffs, and extend their thanks for the 
outstanding and cooperative service they have rendered to 
the Company and its policyholders.
